When the trial was resumed to-day Hudson 
was brought tn a minute before the proceed- 
ings begun and took a seat within the rail 
immediately behind his lawyers. He looked 
more worried to-day than he has at any time 
during his trial and paid an intense interest 
to all the testimony.

TRIED TO HIRE FARRIS. 

Samuel Farris was the next witness. In 
1886 he lived in Granby. Has known Geo. 
Hudson fof at least eight years. At the time 
ofthe killing of Howard, Hudson and his 
brother, Jack Hudson, were rtners in the 
saloon business. Witness hada conversation 
with Geo. Hudsan, just priortothe shooting 
of D. R. Howard. Hudson had called him 
into the billiard room back of the saloon and 
told him that he had a job for him. 
the job wasthatof killing a man. Hudson 
said that he (Hudson) had already done all 
the Killing in that part of the country and 
did not dare do any more. Hesaidhe would 
get $500 for the killing and would give wit- 
ness $300todothe killing. Witness had re- 
plied that he could not killa man whom he 
did not know, and Hudson had told 
him that the man was Dr. Howard, 
adentistin Joplin. Hudson had given wit- 
ness a 44-caliber pistol and witness had gone 
into Joplin and stayed two days, but had not 
seen Dr. Howard. The day after the murder, 
witness had gone into George Hudson’s 
saloon and Hudson said to him: **Y@u are a 
——cur and a coward. If you were not 
you could have killed Howard, as well as 
did, and I killed him and you missed your 
chance to maké some money.’’ 

Witness afterward spoke to Gilbert Barbee 
as to What Hudson had said and Barbee had 
told him that he ought not to have spoken 
about it. When George Hudson acknow!l- 
edged to witness that he had killed Dr. How- 
ard, Jack Hudson had said: ‘‘Oh, bosh, 
George, you’re drunk. Go off and go to bed 
and get some sleep.’’

Hudson also told witness who he did the 
Killing of Dr. Howard for.

DEADLY TYPHUS. 


Immigrants Spreading the Disease in 
Chicago Tenements. 

CHiIcaGco, Illl., Feb. 15.—A veritable pest- 
house was discovered last night by Officers 
Winnehold and McGuire of the Harrison 
street station, who succeeded in running down 
seven of the nine Italians who arrived on the 
typhus-fever infected steamer Lassalia from 
Paiermo, reaching New York Jan. 30. 

The unfortunate Italians were discovered 
hn a crowded tenement house at Eighty-first 
and Lynn streets, close beside the Western 
Indiana Railroad track and only a stone’s 
throw from the thickly settled district around 
Au- 


At this pointisa macaron! fac- 
tory, which has been a vone of legaland so- 
cial contention for a numberof years. Efforts 
looking to its removal have en fruitless, 
however, and the factor remains a harboring 
place for hbundreds of. Italians who yearly 
arrive and stay there until they find employ- 
ment elsewhere, Around the place are a 
number of cottages which have been erected 
since pubitic opinion forced the proprietors to 
cease using the factory as a lodging-house at 
night. 

It was in one of these cottages, crowded 
intoa single room, that the officers yester- 
day found Dominico Gabamor!t, bis wife and 
five children, all tnfectéd with disease and 
spreading the contagion about them. None 
appeared to be seriously ill and the officers 
allowed them to remain untilthe Health De.- 
partment can be notified this morning. Two 
olner passengers on the infected steamer 
are known to be in Chicago and are supposed 
to have located on Milwaukee avenue, though 
of them can De found. 

When the Health Department first received 
the alarming information that the Italians 
had come to Chicago from New York 
the services © Officers Winnehold 
and McGulre ‘re secured and a 
search was instituted.

New York, Feb. 15.—Three trans-Atlantic 
steamships have been detained at Quaran- 
tine all day by order of Health Officer Jen- 
kins, with a view to make a thorough search 
for possibly contagious diseases among the 


immigrants on board. Thege are the City of 
Berlin, the Belgenland and @he Russia. he 
former arrived Saturday night, a number of 
Russian Jews among the 180 steerage passen - 
gers on board. The igeniand brought 235 
and the Russia 540 immigrants, among whom 
are people from localities near, if not con- 
tiguous to the places whence came the 
typhus infected Russian Jews who have 
wrought such consternation among the 
health authorities of this port. Drs. Smith 
and Jenkins examined each individual on the 
City of Berlin separately, but found no indl- 
cations of infection. The immigrants are

tion. The Brazilian mail steamer Vigilancia

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ENGLISH AUTHORS. 


They Freely Discuss the American 
Copyright Law. 


HOW IT AFFECTS VARIOUS BRANCHES 
OF BOOK MAKING. 


Writers Favor It, Publishers Indifferent 
and the Printing Trade Opposed to It 
~—British Retaliation for the McKinley 
Bill— German Army Officers Disci- 
plined—General Foreign News. 


Lowpor, Feb. 15.—Seven months have 
passed since the United States copyright bill 
became a law. From the very first it has 
been the cynosure of British authors and 
publishers and still more of British printers, 
and inguiries made inall directions prove 
that they are closely conversant with the 
measure. There is no indifference, no ig- 
norance on the subject, but intelligent and 
interested familiarity. With a few excep- 
tions the responsible representatives of the 
firms approached in this inquiry discussed 
the question without reserve, and there was 
no hiding behind business arrangements or 
any other transparentexcuse. Some gentle- 
men frankly admitted that their dealings 
with American puDlishers since the act 
passed had been limited and that they could 
not well claim to base the expression of their 
views on actual experience,but a careful and 
constant study has enabled them to form 
judgments and well defined anticipations. 

The opinions collected may be briefly sum- 
marized thus: 

Authors like the law; publishers do not 
mind it—some regard it with favor; printers 
and book manufacturers hate it. Mr. Walter 
Besant, for instance, said: 

THE ACT BENEFICIAL. 

**The United States copyright act will un- 
doubtedly be beneficial to our authors. Iap- 
prehend that the 6,000,000 people of the 
United States contain as many readers as will 
be found among our population of half that 
number. When, therefore, a popular author 
produces a book he ought to double his in- 
come from that book. 

‘‘Onthe other band, the great stimulus 
given to Americamliterature will most cer- 
tainly have the efféct of making popularity 
on both sides a much more difficult thing to 
achieve. Ishould not be surprised to find an 
immense outburst of Mterature in the States 
which may overshadow the English writer, 
but should also stimulate him. In other 
words, I think it will make popularity much 
more difficult, and I think it Will raise the 
general standard of literary work in every 
department. 

‘‘T think that the position of the author, 
individually, in America is better than it was 
before. My own position has not improved 
and I shall most assuredly take advantage of 
copyrighting any future work that I may 
publish,’’ 

Mr. Thomas Hardy remarked that, speak- 
ing conjecturally, he regards the act as ben- 
eficial to Engiteh authorship. He has not, 
however, received as yet any information 
whereon he can base an opinion as to the 
manner in which the influence of the act is 
likely to be ie:t Dp authors. Mr. Hardy’s 
opinion is, nevertheless, so far formed that 
he unhesitatingly asserts his intention to 
take advantage of the act for copyrighting 
in America any future work of his own. 

BRADDON PLEASED. 

Mrs. Maxwell, known to the world by her 
maiden name of MissM. E. Braddon, said: 
‘*] have not the silghtest doubt that the 
United States copyrightact of 1891 must be 
greatiy beneficial to British authorship, 
sincethe state of things pre-existing was 
altogether disadvantageous to both English 
and American authors. I shall decidedly 
take advantage of the act. All my future 
writings will be copyrighted.’’

Mr. Moreland, whois 65 years of age, from 
the evidence furnished, has been in the habit 
of luring the noble and wealthy students into 
correspondence with a mysterious lady, and 
when he had sufficient documentary evi- 
dence in his possession Mr. Moreland would 
make a demand, accompanied by a threat of 
exposure, for a round sum in cash. 

The victims in somyg Cases paid the sum de- 
Manded, and thus. bought Mr. Moreland’s 
Silence, but in due course of time the matter 
was broughttothe attention of the univer- 
sity authorities, and Mr. Labouchere finally 
turned thesearch light of journalism upon 
the Diackmailer, with the result that he was 
arrested on Saturday and arraigned to-day. 

The technical charge upon which Mr. More- 
land was taken into custody ts that of at- 
tempting to obtain the sum of £50 from Lord 
Hothfeld, who is married, and who does not 
live at Oxford. 

Mr,George Lewis appeared for the prosecu- 
tion. Mr. Labouchere and a dozen peers, in- 
cluding Earl Rugsell, made famous through 
his recent victory over his wife in the divorce 
court, Were present at How Street to give tes- 
timony if necessary against the prisoner. 
Lord Hothfeld, it appears, received letters 
stating that the writer was a young widow, 
well connected and biessed with a wellap- 
pointed house, situated in the best part of 
Oxford. The ‘‘young widow’’ added that 
Lord Hothfeld would be able to visit her in 
secrecy as often as he wanted, and that she 
only wanted in exchange for her kindness 
the sum of £50. The *‘widow’’ explained her 
urgent need of hard cash by the fact that she 
had been led into indorsing a gentleman’s 
note and the latter had not the funds with 
which to meet the obligation,

OCEAN CURRENTS, 
THE RESULTS OF RECENT EXPERIMENTS BY 
SCIENTISTS. 

PARIS, Feb, 15.—The Prince of Mouncorias 
made a report with regard to his experiments 
during the past ten years with the view of 
ascertaining the speed of North Atlantic cur- 
rents. The Prince had 1,670 large bottles 
encased in tin copper thrown into the sea at 
different points of the ocean between Europe 
and America, twenty-six of which have been 
returned to him by the Governments of differ- 
ent countries upon the shores of which they 
drifted, and progress has been noted of suf- 
ficient accuracy to lead to the§conviction that 
the movement on the upper part of the water 
is circular, the center being tothe west of 
the Azores. 

The tide of the Atlantic descends the Coast 
of Africa, running in a westerly direction, 
and flows towards Bermuda, whence it turns 
eastward. The speed atwhich the bottles 
have traveled averages four miles in the 
twenty-four hours, although at some points 
they attained a speed of six miles. Inthe 
western half of the circle described, the 
rapidity was the greatest. The copper of 
some of the bottles which had beer launched 
in 1886 had been: completely corroded by the 
chemical action of the salt watery Oneof 
them had drifted about for five years.

SYNOPSIS OF OPINION FROM BOTH THE 
GREAT PARTIES. 


Strong Cleveland Sentiment on the Pa- 
cifle Coast—Iowa still Yearns for 
Blaine—-How Alger Must Get Mich- 
-igan’s Delegation—Colorado Will Op- 
pose Harrison—Tracy for Second Piace. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—an unusual number 
of prominent politicians are in the city at 
present and they have been expressing their 
views on the {presidential possibilities of the 
season. Bb. F. Jones of Pittsburg, Chairman 
of the Republican National Committee in 1884, 
said: ‘*I do not hesitate to say that I think 
Mr. Harrison will be nominated, and the 
outlook for his election is a bright one, and 
daily grows brighter. Asto the Democratic 
nomination, Ican only make a guess. I think 
it will Cleveland. The chief issue of the 
campaign will be protection and soun d mon- 
ey, so far as the Republicans are concerned; 
the Democrats will oppose both of them.’’ 

Hon. Poindexter Dunn, for ten years a 
Representative from the First Arkansas Dis- 
trict, but who has spent the last three years 
in Los Angeles, Cal., speaking of pol itics on 
the Pacific coast, sald: 

**The local sentiment out there ts strongly 
in favor of Mr. Cleveland. He has the con- 
fidence of the masses and if the question 
comes to the will of the people I haveno 
doubt about him being the nominee. The 
question of availability, however, will have 
to be taken Into consideration, and, consid- 
ering the warring factions in New York, lam 
inclined to think some Western man will be 
nominated. ’’ 

Turning to the other side, Mr. Dunn sald: 
‘*Mr. Blaine’s withdrawal is certainly a great 
disappointmenttothe Republicans through- 
out the North. He Is stronger with the 
masses to-day than at any time during his 
life.’’ 

Hon. J. F. Luttrell, from 1875 to 1879 a Dem 
ocratic Congressman from California, said: 
**California can be carried again by Harrison, 
but Blaine would have carried the State by, I 
think, 20,000 majority. Thereisa division of 
sentiment between Cleveland and Hill. How- 
ever, a Western man would suit us better— 
any one of the four—Morrison or Palmer of 
Illinols, Boles of Iowa or Gray of Indiana.

THE NORTHWEST.

Ex-Congressman Casey Young of Memphis, 
on his way home from a business trip to 
New York, thinks the opposition to Hill will 
not amount to a row of pins.

Committee on the election of President, Vice- 
President and Representatives in Congress 
to-day heard an argument from Representa- 
tive Springer, advocating his joint resolution 
proposing an amendment to the constitution

The resolution fixes the term of office of the 
President and Vice President at six years 
and provides that they shall be ineligble to 
election for the next ensuingterm. It also 
provides that ‘‘the times, places and man- 
ner of choosing Senators shall be prescribed 
in each State by the Legislature thereof, but 
the Congress may at any time by law make 
needed regulations, except as to the places 
of choosing Senators.’’ Terms of Senators 
shall expire on the first Wednesday of Janu- 
ary and Congress shall assemble on the first 
Wednesday in January. 

The several bills introduced on the election 
of Senators were discussed by the committee 
and a special meeting will be held on Monday 
next, when the committee will probably de- 
cide upon the form of a report.

THE AURORA BOREALIS. 


Cause and Extent of the Northern Lights 
Not Clearly Defined. 


WaAsnIneTor, D.C., Feb. 15.—Prof. William 
Harkness of the United States Naval Ob- 
servatory, in speaking to a reporter about 
the briiiant aurora borealis Saturday night, 
Said that although the sight was very fine, 
yettho greatest display of this character he 
had ever witnessed was in 1856 or 1857, when 
the lights were seen as far south as Havana. 
_*Many theorles,’’ he continued, ‘‘have been 
advanced astothe cause and extent of the 
auroras, Dut after all itis pretty much guess 
work. It would seem easy enough to deter- 
mine whether, when the lights are visible 


at the North Pole, they are visible at the 
South Pole, yet this point has never been set- 
tied. If the theory that the lights are caused 
by electric currents thrown off from the 
les be true, they should be visible both 
jwrTth and South simultaneously. We have 
records of observations as early as 502.

INDIANS AS SOLDIERS. 

Cnicaco, Ill, Feb. 15.—Capt. W. L. 
Pitcher, of the Eighth United States In- 
fantry, is stopping atthe Leland. The cap- 
tain ts stationed at Fort Washekie, Wyo. 
The fortis in one of the most inaccessible 
regions of Wyoming and 160 miles from a 
railroad’ station. When asked what he 


thought of Secretary Proctor’s scheme of 
making the Indians into United States sol- 
diers, Capt. Pitcher grew enthusiastic. ‘‘I 
think,’’ sald he, ‘*that the scheme is a grand 
one, and the only solution of the Indian 
question. I am _ pretty well aualified to 
judge of the workings of the scheme, 
as the first regular company of Indians 
was established in my regiment. The com- 
pany consists of sixty Shoshone and Ara- 
pahoe braves. Of course I cannot tell how 
they would perform in actual service, but 
in everything else they make splendid 
soldiers. They are taken into the service on 
the same footing as the white men. The 
great difficulty is in teaching them English, 
but several of the soldiers understand the 


well. You cannot imagine how proud these 
Indians are of their position, and how they 
vie with each other in keeping their uniforms 
and arms in good condition. No, the men are 
not jealous of them, and often engage with 
them in friendly wrestling bouts and 
races.’’

When the question of 
paying for the useof the Armory cameup 
the university sent word that there was no 
fund availabie for the purpose, and that the 
money could not be had, The university said 
furthermore that as the purpose was to train 
future citizens in the manual of arms, loyalty 
to the flag, etc., the use of the Armory 
should be given free. The Armory Board did 
not look at it that way.

THE NEW LAW. 


Copy of the Bill to Be Introduced Into the 
Council To-Morrow Night. 

Below is given a copy of the ordinance to 
be introduced in the City Council by Mr. Arn- 
stein to-morrow evening. It provides for 
the erection of gates at all railroad crossings 
except such as are used exclusively for 
switching purposes, and makes it the special 


duty of the Police Department to enforce this 
provision. One clause authorizes the rali- 
road companies to run their trains at twenty 
miles an hour agsoon as they put up gates or 
bars atalltheir surface crossings. The Dill 
reads as follows: 


Be it ordained by the Municipal Assembly of the 
city of St Louis as follows: 

Sec. 1234. Itshall not be lawful for any person or 
corporation to run Or«perateany earsin the city of 
St. Louis, propelled in whole or in part by steam 
power, along or acrossany street, avenue or road, 
now or hereafter used for wagon travel, unless said 
person or corporation shall 
maintained on both sides of their railroad 
tracks, at each cross or intersecting street, avenue or 
road, so used for wagon travel, a gate made of wooa 


immediately after the passage of any engine. car or 
train of cars, operated or controlied by saic persons 
or corporations or either of them, or by any person 


or corporation under them or either of them. But 
this ordinance shall notapply toany of said cross or 
intersecting streets, avenues or roads that now are 


bridged, or to any of said streets, avenues or roads, 
after the same shall have been bridged over and cross 
said raliroad tracks. Neither shall the provisions of 
this ordinance apply to any cross or intersecting 
streets, avenues or roads upon which there are 
tracks used solely for switching purposes, 

Sec. 1235. Should said persons or corporations 
fail to have said gates constructed and erected within 
four months after the passage of this ordinance; or, 
if said persons or corporations having said gates so 
constructed and erected, fall 
watchman at such respective gates constantiy, which 
are not opened and closed 
he guilty of a misdeamor, and upon conviction 
thereof in the police court of the city, shall be tined 
not less than $100 nor more than $500 for each ani 
every offense, and each day during which said per- 
eons or corporations fail to comply with the preced- 
ing section after the expiration of said four 
months, shail constitute a separate offense.

Sec. 1237. It shall not be lawful for any person 
for himself, or in the employ of any person or cor- 
poration, whether as engineer, conductor or brake- 
man, to run Orassist in running any car or cars pro- 
pelled in whole or in part by steam along or across 
any street, avenue, or road, now or hereafter used 


for wagon travel, unlese at each and every cross and 
intersecting street, avenue or road, now or here- 
after used for wagon travel, where a gate is required 
by the provisions of sec. 1234 hereof, such gate is 
erected or constructed. 


Sec. 1238. Itis hereby made the special duty of 
the police to enforce the provisions of this. and the 
four preceding sections, and to that end each and 
every patrolman shall record the passage of trains 
over any cross or intersecting street, avenue or road 
used for wagon travel within his beat, and shail re- 
port to his superior officer dally, whether the pro- 
visions of the preceding sections are complied 
with, and the names of the persons or cor- 
rations neglecting or refusing to obey the same. 
tshalibethe duty of said patrolman to affrest all 
employes, or persons, on any train of steam cars 
crossing anv streets, avenues, or roads used for 
wagon travel. when the proper gate, as herein be- 
fore provided for, is not @rected.

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DEATH IN THE FLOUR. 


Mystery Still Surrounds the Poisoning of 
the Morton Family. 

SaLteM, Ill., Feb. 14.—The mysterious 
poisoning of the Morton family at their coun- 
try home, five miles south of here, and the 
narrow escape of Dr. T. J. Green, J. W. 
English and others engrosses the thoughts 
of the people. State’s Attorney C. E. 
Jennings and Coroner J. H. Lakin of this 
city, went down to the Morton home late 
yesterday afternoon. The stomach of the 
dead man, James Morton, was removed by 
Drs. C. E. Schoonover and E. E. Fyke and 


a portion of the flour, some lard and a quan- 
tity of the soda was taken from the Vessels 
which had been usedin the making of the 
biscuits which contained the poison and re- 
sultedin the killingof James Morton, and 
nearly proved fatal to the two young ladies, 
Dr. Green, J. W. English and a sister of 
Morton: The stomach of Mr. Morton and the 
fiour, lard and soda will be sentto Cham- 
paign for analysis. The flour from which 
the biscuits were made was procured some 
three weeks ago and had been used in the 
making of bread ever since. No bad effects 
were produced by the eating of the bread 
made from it until last Friday. Dr. Green 
had sufficiently recovered to return home 
late last night, and although he continuesto 
feel the effects of the poison he entertains no 
fears of fatal results. The Morton girls and 
Mr. Englishare still ina critical condition. 
The family of James Morton consisted of him- 
self and two grown Qaughters. The only 
theory so far advanced is that the poison 
may have been placed in the flour by a man 
who had paid some attention to one of the 
Miss Mortons, sometime ago, but has since 
served aterm inthe penitentiary. Since his 
release itis said he attempted to renew the 
acquaintance but was driven fromthe Mor- 
ton mansion. Shouldthe suspicion prove to 
be well founded there will be a lynching 
chronicled in the near future. 

Dr. Schoonover returned from the home 
of the poisqned Morton family at 11 o’clock 
to-day and reported the girls improving. Dr. 
Green has also recover from the effects of 
the poison. Joseph Schwartz, a chemist of 
this city, analyzed one of the _ biscuits 
made from the four and found it 
contained arsenic to a considerable extent. 
Officers are at Work on the case, and it will 
soon be decided who the guilty party may be.

May—Federal News. 

‘*Hear ye! Hear ye! The Honorable, the 
Circuit Court of Appeals is now open for the 
transaction of business. God save the United 
States and this Honorable Court.’’ 

So spoke Marshal Hodges this morning as 
the three Judges of the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals arranged themselves tna 


row at the opening of court. The judges 
bowed to the audience, composed of the 
clerk of the court, the Marshal anda couple 
of deputies, the Dalliff, an attorney and the 
representative of the PosTt-DISPATCH; the 
audience returned the salutation and then all 
present seated themselveg.

UPON GOV, FRANCIS’ MESSAGE.

Judge James’*E MeKeighan, Jobn H. 
Overalland Councilman Arnstein As- 
sure Councilman Anderson That the 
Law Will Be Sustained as the Kansas 
Oity License Ordinance Has Been— 
Support From the Country—The Po- 
sition of Senators E. F. Stone and 
Owen Miller. 


Councilman William T. Anderson got back 
to St. Louls to-day and will arrange for the 
Council Committee, of which he is Chairman, 


to begin the investigation of affairs in the | 


Collector’s office this week. The counciiman 
says that he found in the Interior of the 
State, among the solid merchants and the 
farmers, the most intense sympathy with 
the city movementto reform the methods in 
vogue in the Collector’s office, and an earnest 
disposition to lend to it all the influence they 
could wield. 
THE COUNCIL INVESTIGATION, 

‘I shall get the committee together as soon 
as possible and arrange to have the first 
meeting this week,’’ said the Councilman 
this morning, as he eat at his desk opening 
his mail. ‘‘The committee will not go into 
the Collector’s office to carry on the investf- 
gation. The Collector must come to us with 
the books and papers and witnesses we want. 
This will be no unreasonable trouble to bim, 
andit is the proper way toinvestigate. We 
will go into the inquiry deliberately and with 
a perfectly clear understanding of our object. 
Ihave been arranging the questions I want 
to ask Collector Ziegenhein, and when he 
answers them satisfactorily, we wil] have all 
the information any citizen would care to 
have about the collection of revenue for the 
city. 

THE BILL PERFECTLY LEGAL. 

‘fIn some way,’’ continued the Council. 
man, ‘‘the impression has got abroad that 
the pill to put the issuing of lcenses 
into the control of the Police Board 
will require the authority of the Legislature 
tobe valid. That ig a mistake, whatever 
may be said by those interested in creating 
the impression. Ihave taken the best legal 
advice on the matter and I have been assured 
thatthe lawcan be made by the Assembiy 
alone, and willstand. JudgeJames E. Mc- 
Keighan, John H. Overall and Councilman 
Averstein concur inthat opinion. The point 
in question—the legality of placing the li- 
censes under the controlof the Police Board— 
has already been passed on, The present 
ordinance requires the Collector to submit 
the whole matter tothe Police Board, but he 
doesn’t do it. 

APPROVED BY THE SUPREME COURT. 

**The best reason of ali for belleving that 
the proposed law will be valid is that the 
law in Kansas City regulating dramshops, 
which is like this one, has been tested before 
the Supreme Court and decidedto be good, 

** Altogether, Iam sure that we will be en- 
tirely within the lines of our power in pass- 
ing the ordinance. 

‘*I shall iptroduce the bill to-morrow night, * 
and our investigation will go on ag the bill 
goes through its formal stages. By the 
time the bill gets toa vote, our investigation 
will have produced a]l the information, I be- 
lieve, needed to show every member of the 
Council how necessary the law is, even if 
that has not already been demonstrated. 
Then lam confident that every member of 
the Council who Is standing for the right and 
the interests of the city will vote for the bill. 

CO-OPQRATION OF THE LEGISLATURE. 

‘*‘While this investigation is going on, I 
think it would be only the proper 
thing for the Legislature to co-operate 
by appointing a committee of its 
own members while tn special session. The 
State, beingone of the parties interested, 
should certainly be represented at the inves- 
tigation. The peoplein the country would 
like to see it done, and I have no doubt that 
a resolution introduced when the Legislature 
meets would be adopted by a large ma- 
jority.’’ 

State Senator Owen Miller came out ofa 
meeting of the Musicians’ Union to talk 
about the Legislative Investigating Com- 
mittee.

GAMBLING IN GRAIN NOT TOLERATED |. 


BY COMMERCIAL EXCHANGES. 


Any Law Abolishing Puts and Calls 
Would be Welcomed—River Appropria- 
tion Bill Introduced in the Senate— 
Conference on the Wool Bill—Nomina- 


tions—Capital Notes. 


WasHixncTow, D. C., Feb. 15.—The Chicago 
Board of Trade has a hearing before the 
House Committee on Agriculture to-day on 
the anti-options bill, and through its Presi- 
dent, Chas. W. Hamill, opposed the passage 
of the bill on the ground that it prohib- 
ited dealings in ‘*futures.’’ 

The system of ‘‘future deliveries,’’ Mr. 
Hamill said, grew up in response to a de- 
mand from agriculturists for a continuous 
open market, which was impossible without 
‘‘future’’ buying and selling He. Dbe- 
ieved that the sale of futures was 
in the interest of producers. Specu- 
lation in his opinion, . had a 
tendency to sustain values. Ifa man were 
prohibited from buying for future delivery a 
great stimulus to Duying would be taken 
away. In answer to Mr. Lewis of Mississippi 
Mr. Hamill admitted that sometimes the 
speculation forced prices Gown, but he be- 
lieved this was generally temporary and that 
in the aggregate it sustained prices. The 
first dealings in ‘‘futures’’ were by the Gov- 
ernment during the war in mess pork. So 
far as it was proposed to prevent ‘‘option’’ 
dealings the Board of Trade was 
in favor of the bill, Options were 
dealt in outside the Board by members in 
good standing, but it was against the Board 
ruies and against the State law. The Board 
nad repeatedly urged the State authorities to 
prosecute these dealers. The Board took the 
view that ‘‘It was nota policer office and 
was hardly called upon to prosecute these 
men itself.’’ If done outside the board the 
Exchange had no jurisdiction and theretore 
did not provide for expulsion of members 
doing an option business. A ‘‘put’’ or 
‘*eall’’ was not tolerated by the Board of 
Trade. It was purely a gambling transaction 
and the Board would welcome anything 
which prohibited it.

The Fast Life Led by the Millionaire’s 
Son in New York. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 15.—The death of young 
James Fair created a big stir among the boys 
on the Upper Rialto. Of all the Californians 
who are known in New York 
none was more popular. He was a genial 
fellow, chéerful and bright with a 
happy word for everybody. In figure and 
face he resembled his father, who idolized 
him. When Fair first made himself so con- 
spicuous that the gay young bloods uptown 
paid him some attention he seemed absorbed 
with the idea of transforming himself intoa 
human distillery. He was a high 
roller among men who stand at 
the head of theclass. They form a set of 
their own around the Hoffman and St. James 
and Delmonico’s. Wealth cutsa figure with 
them, but good fellowship makes money a 
secondary consideration. It was in this class 
that Jimmie Fair, as the boys called 
him, was ever happiest. No society for him 
so long as he could be with that crowd. 
They made things right merry for him, too. 
Hie had bowled along at a stiff pace in 
San Francisco; his gait at Sacramento is said 
to have been a record breaker, and he 
fairly burned up the festive town 
of Denver. But whenhe struck the Upper 
Rialto he saw life in a dozen new phases. 

A few months ago Fair-put in an appear- 
ance atthe St. James. His mother had just 
died. With him was his younger brother, 
Charley, a dipsomaniac of no 
mean capacity. But there was 
a great change in their habits. Neither of 
them patronized the bar. Charley appeared 
dull and heavy, but Jim was as bright as 
Usual. This remarkable change in their 
habits was explained by the friend, who said 
that both had undergone Dr. Keeley’s treat- 
ment at Dwight, and werecomplately curea 
of the drinking habit. Both declared that 
they would never drinkagain. Their friends 
encouraged them in their temperance re- 
solve, but few had any faith in their ability 
to Keep away from liquor. Jim opened his eyes 
one morning and sent word down stairs that 
he Was sothirsty that nothing but a cham- 

agne cocktail would suit his palate. He 
Ollowed thatone with another just like it, 
and thus he was fairly on his way before he 
got out of bed. He drank steadily for a 
week, then word was sent to 
his in San Francisco. A man 
servant was dispatched to New York with in- 
structions to bring young Jim back home if 
force had to be used. When this man arrived 
in New York he found that Jim had been on @ 
royal drunk, His debauch was of longer 
duration than was usual or 
him, even when he was inthe fast set. A 
search was instituted for him, but he was 
kept away from all his old haunts. One even- 
ing he sauntered into the st. James Hotel. 
The man from Frisco was waiting like a tiger 
in ambush to spring on his prey. 
Without a word he grabbed Fair vy 
the collar, ‘‘Jim,I want you, and I want 
you bad,’’ he said. ‘‘No dodging goes, for 
the old man sent Me, and home you go. 
you hear?’’ Jim collapsed. In ten minutes 
bis luggage was packed, the hotel Dill set- 
tled and a cab ordered. 

Fair presented a fnny spectacle. The 
humor of the situation dawned on him after 
a bitand he smiled. He thought of a dozen 
engagements he had made and then he 
laughed. But go he must, and he knew 
it. The man in charge of the expedi- 
tion had performed the same _ act 
on many an occasion, anid so Fair went home 
to his fatherand death. All his friends say 
the Keeley cure did it.
